- 1S ISOLATIONISM 
PATRIOTIC? 


The policy of Isolation is again 
being strenuously urged in cer- 
tain quarters, and the -advo- 
cates of the faith gain many 
adherents by reason of their 
insistence on the ability of the 
‘British Empire, as a whole, to 
be made self-supporting to the 
uttermost detail by internal 
interchange without the necessi- 
ty to rely at all on. trade from 
‘without the Empire. Great play” 
is ‘made with phrases such as 
“independent of the American 
dollar.and French. franc”, “the 
creation of new Dominion mar- 
kets” and “orders for our idle 
factories and work for our un- 
employed millions’. So that 
patriotic minds are immediately 
intrigued with the’ policy ‘of 
“splendid isolation”. Without 
éven troubling to discuss the 
correctness or falsity of thease 
predictions and contentions, the 
fact remains that such a policy, 
paradoxical though it may ap- 
pear at first sight, is definitely 
unpatriotic. Such isolation 


‘| would, as its advocates urge, 


comprise lofty aloofness from 
the interests and tendencies of 
all nations outside the Empire. 
Indeed, it is freely postulated 
that one of the planks of Tsola- 
-tion would, be -immunity from 
agreements or treaties which 
might drag us into any. wars 
which might transpire outside 
the Empire. The great point 
that is invariably ignored, either 
by design or ‘through sheer 
blindness, by Isolationists is that 
although Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, Holland (and America 
also during the first three years) 
remained neutral during the

them is to-day suffering. from 
economic reaction caused by the 
War, to an evon greater extent:

In confirming the rumours regarding the formation of an _ 


“ association, Major Cassel stated that, in reality, it had already 


been formed, not in» Hongk 


ong, but in London, and its 


ramifications were now spreading throughout the British Empire. 


Tho Soclety, which has the title 

“of “Tho League of British Whitzs," 

Is, according to Major Casscl,: in 
no wise a secret organisation. 

“Theo Society has its headquarters 

. In the hearst of the Empire, London, 

and, far from. being secret, it 

Invites publicity,” Major ‘Cassel 

sald, ; ? 

Major Conse! admitted that he 
was connected with the Society, and 
when asked whather there was any 
special refson why he had vecen 
selected as cne of the Hongkong re- 
presentatives, replied : 

“The Lengua docs not tell anyone 
why some are chosen and the others 
aro left. But I think I can make 
a fairly ‘shrewd guess at the rea- 
fon. : 

“A great part of my Nfe haa been 
spent in tho ‘Colonies, and though 
I do not arrogate to myself that 1 
have been so much af a cog in the 
wheels of forging the links of 
Empire, I may have been a_ little 
breath of the air uscd in the bellows 
to heat the links, a 


London Headquarters, 


“The movement now under way 
not only concerns Hongkong, but 
the whole Empire. Its. primary 
. object is to look after the interests 
of the British white race, and its 
headquarters, are in London. 

' “All the workers for the League 
are voluntary and unpaid, and I 
do, not recelve so much as a penny 

. through my association awith it.” 

Asked whother the League would 
be run on Fascist or Nazi lines, 
Major Cassel replied: 

“Most certainly not. There is 
nothing ccmpulsory about it, and 
the Society fs not subveraive in 
any way, : 

His Majesty and the British 
Empire have no more Joyal subjects 
than.the members of the Lengue of 

British Whites, otherwise I would 
on no account be connected with it.” 

“And what are the aims of the 
League?!" Major Cassel was asked. 

“The British Emptre for the 
British White People, who made it 
and‘ intend to keep it ‘white,’ ” he 
replied, — . : 
“This does not necessarily mean’ 
the exclusion of other racca, Let 


———~ them “all-come. But it" means that’ 


ot 


whero there are jobs going which 
are suitable for British - ‘whites’, 
men or women, those Jobs must be 
offered to them first.” 


_ Enforcing the Objects, 


“And How do you proposo to 
enforce the League’a mandates?” 

“By constitutional methods first,” 
Major Cassel sald. “If these fall, 
by entirely passive pressure, or 
resistance, If you lke to call it so. 
Let mo stress, however, that thore 
will ‘be no violence. ‘ Violence 
will bo met with Immediate 
expulsion from the League, and 
exclusicn from all its benefits.” 

In answer to o further question, 
Major, Cassel said: that the League 
had no religious preferences and 
was strictly undanominational, The 
‘only compulsory religion svas loy- 
alty to King and Country, and tho 

* faithful performance’ of the Lea- 
Ruc’s tenets to do everything to 
foster the employment of British 
“white” men and women, 

There was no, entrance feo or 
subscription, Major Cassel added. 
Membership and ‘benefits wero 
absolutely free, the Lengua relying 
upon the generosity of any mem- 
bers who had benefited “through 
thelr: asseclation’ with it. Any 
funds would be administered by a 
Trust Committee of three: loyal 
men or women, who  fvould 
nominated by the members, All 
Iccally subscribed funds would be 
dealt with locally, 
vould bo remitted outside the Co- 
ony.

“If every ‘white’ British sub- 
ject, man and woman, joina the 
League, Hongkong -will get 
nutonomotin Government, and then 
we can ennct laws to protect our 
own kith and kin.

“Until then, ‘there are other
